MEN BUILD CITIES. 


"It seems to be a Kahn character- 
istic that men build cities, for Kahn 
enterprise twenty years ago assumed 
the responsibility • of erecting one of 
the 
modern . mercsmtile stores 
on 
Washington street. At that time tho 
investment 
of 
$176,000 in such a 
structure was a remarkable evidence 
of faith in Oakland's future. de"Velop- 
ment, and the enterprise .was then 
financed by William G. Henshaw, now 
the president of the Union Savings 
Bank, 
and' Victor Metcalf, then a 
prominent Oakland lawyer and now 
the vice-president and manager of: the 
same bank, who, in so doing, showed 
their desire to help in the upbuilding 
of the city, for the-$175,000 Invest- 
ment of the Kahn- brothers in those 
days was regarded as an" unusually 
big one. 


"Abe 
L. and Julius Cohn, the pur- 
chasers of the property on the north- 
east .corner of Twelfth and Washing- 
ton, are imbued by precisely the same 
faith in the future of Oakland. They 
brought to life the flrst vaudeville 
theater in Oakland, known as the 
Bell Theater, which is still owned by 
them and is understood today to be 
the best paying theater on the Sulli- 
van-Considine. circuit. The success of 
the Bell Theater was undoubtedly one 
of the strong factors in..bringing.the 
Orpheum circuit to Oakland) and the 
success of the two has been instru- 
mental in bringing the Pantages cir- 
cuit to this city. This same spirit of 
enterprise and faith in Oakland's de- 
velopment have been the means of 
bringing about 
the 
investment .of. 
$3750 per front foot in Washington 
street property, which is the highest 
frontage value ever paid for property 
on that' thoroughfare." 
The Cohn brothers have already au- 
thorized the Laymance Real Estate 
Company to sell the two northern 26- 
foot lots . on the Washington street 
frontage of the Kahn property, and 
on the remaining 50x60 on the corner 
of Twelfth and Washington they are 
preparing to erect a twelve-story offlce 
building on plans to be drawn b'y 
Architect Walter Mathews. This will 
make a new sky line for Washington 
street.

Washington, diagonally opposite to the 
property purchased 
by

brothers, is also to be remodeled at 
a' cost of $100,000 'and two additional 
stories are to be erected on the Bacon 
block, on the east side of Washington 
street, between Eleventh and Twelfth.

'who is entitled . to great credit • for it, 
as he has worked hard for a long 
time to bring It about," said Frederick 
Kahn, the head of the firm of Kahn 
Bros., in an Interview this morning 
"and the loan which 'we- succeeded in 
obtaining from the New York Life 
Insurance company has cleared, the 
way f or , practically the im.medla.te Im- 
provement of the property we own 
fronting on San Pablo avenue, Broad- 
way and Sixteenth street, by the start- 
ing of -a class A building, into which 
we wilt, move from here, of twelve 
stories 'in height:

"As soon-as the plans and specifica- 
tions ar& finally adopted (which will 
be hastened as quickly as possibjfi) 
the steel 'for the frame of the building 
will be a*, once ordered, and -within 
two months after the order, has been 
given excavation for the foundation 
will begin; It will be next March, and 
possibly May, before active work will 
be started.

AiJCADE BUILDING. 


"Tentative plans of an arcade build- 
ing have been prepared, but form and 
interior arrangements have not been 
settled. ; Since the plans were pre- 
pared, suggestions have induced us to 
abandon or modify the Idea. At all It 
is definitely assured that a passageway 
will be provided through the property, 
connecting San Pablo avenue, Broad- 
way and Sixteenth street, for the con- 
venience of the public. The front of 
the building will be either ornamental 
tile or pressed brick. That will be de- 
cided later. 
"The..lot has a frontage of 130 feet 
on both Broadway and San Pablo ave- 
nue and a maximum, depth of 203 
feet and a frontage of .74 feet on. Six- 
teenth street, with a longitudinal depth 
measuring from the center of the Six- 
teenth street frontage to the southern 
end of the property of 238 feet. 
It 
comprises -an area of 38,500 square 
feet and is the largest holding of bus- 
ineas property in Oakland. 
"The first Investment on the Im- 
provement of the property will amount 
to over 5500,000. The plans, will be 
decided upon arid draw and the speci- 
fications 'made without delay. 
Once 
operations begin on the lot, it will take 
at least eight months to complete the 
building, and it may take a year. One 
Eastern contractor has offered a guar- 
antee to erect the building and have 
it ready for 
occupation In 
eight 
months. But if steel were ordered to- 
day, I don't think the building would 
be finished short of twelve months.

The success of these concerts thus far 
has been a matter of sincere gratifica- 
tion to the commission. That body under- 
took the; matter with two ends In view. 
The commission wanted flrst to popular- 
ize the park, believing that it is a spot 
of great beauty 'which is not fully ap- 
preciated by the people,'nor made enough 
of publicly in advertising the city's at- 
tractions. If it were in Los Angeles, for 
Instance, It would be heralded all over 
the country, as thoy do "Westlako 'and 
other of their parks. We also wanted to 
provide ' the people of this .side of ' the 
bay with some placS of amusement for 
Sundays, so that they would not have 


triumphant future of those concerts,, as 
the commission sees It, Is the monetary 
one. We need more money to make them 
all thoy should be, and must, depend on 
public subscriptions for this. The com- 
mission received $1000 from the 
city s 
entertainment fund toward the slvlng of 
the concerts, and another $1000 was sub- 
scribed by the Oakland Traction Com- 
pany.

This la an Im- 
portant matter, for on the support of the 
public this flrst year depends the amount 
of aid we can secure for the project when 
the new budget Is made up next June. 


"If the public shows unmistakably by 


Its financial aid as well by Its attendance 
that It wants these- concerts, then we may 
not have to ask the public 
for more 


money in the future .but may be able to 
get all we need from the public enter- 
tainment fund.

while doing It. Henry Vogt, secretary of 
the commission, will bo prepared to re- 
ceive subscriptions in any amount to be 
used for the success of this enterprise.

In the 
fiscal year 1880 we exported less than 
400,000 pairs of boots and shoes; In 1890, 
600,000 paira; in 1900, over S.000,000 pairs; 
in 1905 over 5,000,000 pairs; in 1910, over 
7>000,000 pairs, and In the calendar year 
which ends with next momth the num- 
ber will exceed 8,000,00.0 pairs, to say 
nothing of the 1,000,000 pairs going to 
Porto Rico and Hawaii. 
These figures 


relate to boots arid shoes of leather; 
while if to this we add those of India 
rubber, we Btt an additional 3,000,000, 
bringing the 'total'number of American- 
made boots and shoes casslng out of 
continental United States in 1911 up to 
an' average of 1,000,000 pairs a month, 
against about a half million per annum 
twenty years ago.

Indeed, of itself is incapable 
of seeinsr God face. to face, but in His 
superabojimding mercy He pours His grace 
and' His I: strength into, the souls, or the 
elect-until their eyes ore enabled to en- 
dure tha .light of His-.countenance and 
their heart to feast on- the beauty that 
Is ever ancient and ever new. 
"It Is-because men were made to en- 
joy the uncreated beauty of God that 
even 
on earth . we appreciate and desire 
the beautiful. 
Tr»e, we have in com- 
mon with the lower animals a. sense of 
beauty that'Is complicated with passion; 
but man has. what the animal has not, 
the power of finding and enjoying beau- 
ty in things that only touch the soul. 
The old paganism and the new seels: to

VWhat man so debused that he 
can eaza stolid on the wonders of, To- 
iemite or look unmoved 
as 
- the pure 
snow peak of Shasta blushes at the last 
glance of departing day7 What roan so 
coldly Intellectual that he will not thrill 
at the sight of the young sun grod whose 
marble muscles seem to palpitate as with 
clanging oruiver he descends _ in wrath 
to smite the Grecian ships? What soul 
so. dead that It will not stir with pity- 
as It beholds how genius has .drawn, from 
the shapeless stone the image of the only 
Son who with bloody side lies for. the 
last time dead on His mother's heart 
that the .sword has pierced? 
"Even though we see, now as In a. 
glass darkly yet we hunger after beauty 
and beauty of the highest 'type.

• "Today our museums are filled with 
images of the pagan gods, priceless not 
because we attach any religious senti- 
ments to them, but for their marvelous 
,beauty; while of all the edifices of the 
ancient civilizations that: still remain by 
far the largest .number, were devoted, to 
worship. After GOOO years' men still bow 
in awe before tho solemn beauty of the 
temples that look put over the sands 
of Egypt or are mirrored in the swell- 
Ing waters of the Nile. 
The old world 
and the new -pay tribute to the shattered 
fame which the Athenians erected in 
honor of their virgin patroness and to the 
relics of the surrounding 
shrines that 
adorned the city as .with a crown. From 
far and near travelers 
still come to 
meditate hard by the shrine of Vesta 
at the foot of .the fire-scearbd columns 
of the Twin Brethren that rise amid the 
wreck of what was oncet the center of 
the world, the foruni of Imperial Rome. 
"But It was among the .people that 
God had chosen as tho guardians and 
witnesses of His revelation that men -best 
understood, the' beauty of holiness. 
Of 
the great temple of Jerusalem, accord- 
ing to prophecy, riot a .stone is. -left, upon 
a stone, -but the unanimous testimony of 
antiquity establishes, its unique grandeur. 
by the comrnand^of God Himself a house 
was. built. -on', which His name might be 
not unworthily invoked. Gold and silver 
and precious woods, the genius 
of - the 
builder and -the art,, of the -craftsman 
were bestowed- .without stint on its con- 
struction

loomed up "over Zion, ajid its golden, pin- 
nacles caught the rays of the - sun before 
he had topped the. hills -of Moab and held 
them after he' had hastened down Into 
the western 'sea.

How Oakland's water front development impresses --strangers i 


illustrated by what Hon.. William E. Humphrey of Washington 
Pacific Coast member of the Rivers and Harbor Committee of th 
House, said after surveying- the harbor. Mr. Humphrey expressec 
himself as surprised and delighted at the amount of work Oaklaric 
is doing and announced himself as ready to vote for anything Oak- 
land wants in the way of assistance from the national government. 
This counts for something because Mr. Humphrey represents, the 
committee on this visit, and the Rivers and Harbors Committee 
will be largely guided by what he says in making appropriations 
At the end of his cruise around the harbor, (Mr. Humphrey said: 


"There is one thing that impresses me: You ire helping your- 


selves. You are spending millions in improvements on your own 
initiative. You have taken steps'to control your water front. Now 
in many cases the water fronts are controlled, by private interests 
I am the only representative of the Rivers and Harbors Committee 
of the House of Representatives west of' the Rocky mountains, anc 
I feel close to California, Washington and Oregon. I usually ex- 
press no opinion as to our findings on a trip of inspection, but I can 
only say that I feel like the Sunday school boy who was convertefc 
and called upon for a speech. Well, I am converted and I am ready 
to do anything that Oakland -wants me to as long as it is honorable 
I am greatly impressed with Oakland and the city's future. You are 
prepared to take care of your share of the canal traffic." 


It was because Oakland is developing her port facilities that Mr, 


Humphrey expressed himself so frankly and admiringly.. What he 
said shows the .value of self-help. Some years ago, when Oakland 
asked for appropriations to dredge out the inner harbor and the 
jetty channel, we were met with the objection that the w^ater-froni 
was. controlled by private parties who claimed to own it. Afterward 
when the city gained undisputed ownership and'possession, another 
objection to appropriating money to.improve the harbor was raised 
"You are doing nothing to improve the water front," it was urged. 
"You are not building docks and-wharves to accommodate the larger 
class of shipping." 


Now we are building docks and wharves, both on the inner.and 


the. outer harbor, and we want the government to dredge deep water 
channels to them. If -we were not doing the work now in progress 
our appeals would be coldly received. 'But the water front improve- 
ments we are making insure us favorable consideration. , Mr. Hum- 
phrey will tell his colleagues in Congress what'Oakland is doing in 
the way of creating port facilities, and that is the.best recommenda- 
tion we can have. 
,• 


Congressman Knowland can give added proofs of the importance 


and growth of Oakland by showing that the population-of this city 
considerably more than doubled between'1900 and 1910; that $50,000,- 
000 has been expended here during the past six years in building con- 
struction, and that the investment in new buildings this year will 
reach-$7,000,000. He can point to the .enormous growth of our manu- 
facturing industries and the splendid rail transportation facilities this 
city possesses. We have sixteen miles of water frontage where ship 
and car can be brought together under conditions which enable 
freight to be handled cheaply, and expeditiously; every foot of 
which is owned by the city and forever guaranteed--• against 
monopoly. 


Apparently our naturalization, laws are'in.need ,of-amendment, 


in one particular, at least.1 A man 'of good character who lias been 
in the military service of the United States for nine years,has been' 
denied admission to citizenship' because he-has. not resided• within 
the United States for the requisite five years. He foreswore his 
allegiance to Great Britain arid took the oath of allegiance when "he 
entered the American military service,, but that was in the Philip- 
pines, which are not a part of the United States,'according, to the 
Federal Supreme Court. The Philippines are the property of the 
United States, not an integral part of the republic. Hence1, a .--man 
who served as Lie.uteuant-Oolonel of the. Philippine constabulary, 
in the service of the United States, is not •qualified for citizenship. 
It is an anomaly that should'be'remedied'. The-man is'no..'longer 
a subject of Great Britain. Of what country is he-a-citizen ?. 


Increased Cost of living in Germany. 


The cost of living has become a burning issue in Germany. It 


is not only causing great distress, but threatens to undermine the 
industrial system and the efficiency of the army. On one hand, the 
manufacturers are asked for higher wages to compensate'their em- 
ployes for the higher cost of food, and on the other the government 
is asked to reduce or abolish the customs duties on cereals, bread, 
potatoes, meat, etc. The Social Democrats .are voicing, both de- 
mands. 


If the manufacturers accede to the demand for increased wages, 


German trade is likely to suffer. Raw materials are increasing in 
price in ratio with the increased cost of food products, hence, an ad-; 


vanced wage _scale means a general advance in the selling price of 
German manufactured products. It is feared that a general advance 
in the price of German manufactures will work an injury to German 
trade since German}- has successfully broken into the markets of 
the world by underselling her competitors. 
• 


The government cannot abolish or reduce the tariff on products 


without offending the Junker or landed aristocracy. The landed in- 
terests thrive on the tax levied on imported food products. That 
tax increases the cost of living and. reacts on the manufacturer in 
the form of a demand for increased wages. The crops harvested in 
Germany this season were the poorest in many years. 
Fodder 


crops, especially, were so short that in many districts cattle had to 
be slaughtered or sold off because the owners were unable to fee'd 
them.: Meat is consequently much higher and scarcer than it has 
ever been. 


The distress has become so acute that the imperial and state 


governments have been striving in various ways to alleviate it 
without, however, taking- the most obvious, direct and efficient 
method of reducing the cost of food'—namely, by abolishing- or re- 
mitting the duties on imported food products. On the government' 
railways freight rates on .forage, grain, vegetables, fish, etc.. have 
been greatly reduced, as the low water has impeded canal and river 
'navigation to an unprecedented degree. This device affords some 
relief, but not much, because theifood supply of the whole empire 
is short. It benefits the producers more, than the consumers be- 
cause the tariff wall maintains prices at an excessive level. 


Germany's plight is worse than England's because food products 


are admitted into the United Kingdom free of duty. In France the 
situation is bad, but not quite so distressing. All over Europe,, how- 
ever, the food question is a perplexing one, so perplexing that 
it threatens a readjustment of the wage scale in every civilized' 
,country. The increased cost of living is. operating as a reduction of

Neva Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick and Prince Edward Island stiffered 
a net loss In population of SS.OOO, and the 
gains made by Quebec and Ontario TTOTO 
351.799 and 336.35S. respectively—percent- 
ages of only 17.5 and 18.S. Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jarsey and 
Pennsylvania are all growing faster than 
the .two chief Eastern provinces.

FOREST FOR INSPIRATION. 


"It waa on .this statie..mass that Prank- 
ish genius laid ..its hand, - and lo! it en- 
ergized and lived. .

water course ascends from the canyon, 
as if one. played a simple .melody on the 
upper record of the organ; The tree tops 
sway and bend noiselessly under the feet 
of'the angel hosts that inarch forth: to 
the warsi:of God; .

"So at the Inspiration of the Franks 
the massive Roman .walls melted away 
and their jplaces were'taken's by the fairy 
tracery of stained-glass-windows

Bhono with many an oldan story and the 
arms of many a noble house. Tho squat 
and bulky pillar sprang into a group of 
slender shafts whose Jieada . blossomed 
Into the leaves of the .wood., and like the 
leaves of the wood-no two were fash- 
ioned alike.

equal curve, but like the .branches- of 
the forest trees aspirin? into the pointed 
arch, 'and crosf ing and 
recrosslng to.

duced by its new shape was met by ex- 
ternal buttresses "as 
graceful as living

tinent was incorporated In the plan to 
balanca the span that held the main door 
and the western window and Rrew into 
the graceful spire which lifted up and 
lightened the mass.

professio.narwoman and artist are the mpst beautiful women in 
the world-today. First, because they practice .hygienic rules of 
living, and, second, because they do not'think .too much about 
themselves. ,It will be seen that Mr. ;Bennett has the same idea 
of his countryw.omen.that I'-have and".he also is early finding 
out the truth about American women, especially the American 
business woman.
